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“'The Consumption of Paper is the Measure of a People’s Culture.” 
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Apparatus for Feeding Paper. 











An illustration is given of a new appa- 
ratus for feeding paper to printing presses, 
paper damping machines, paper ruling ma- 
chines, envelope machines and the like, its 
object being to insure the regular and even 
supply of the paper sheet by sheet from a 
pile or stock of sheets. 

In this apparatus the sheets of paper are 
laid in a pile on a movable or creeping table 
or platform, by means of which the forward 
edges of the sheets are pressed up into con- 
tact with a revolving feeder wheel faced 
with rubber, and which engages the upper 
sheet and carries it forward. A frictional 
pad or retarder is arranged beneath the 
feeder wheel, in order that if more than one 
sheet should move forward it will arrest the 
lower sheet or sheets, and permit only the 
upper one to be fed. As the sheets are fed 
and the thickness of the pile diminishes, the 
tilting table or support moves upward at its 
forward edge, in order to keep the upper- 
most sheets continually pressed against the 
feeder wheel. To this-end the table is con- 
structed with a vertically moving plunger or 
sliding frame at its front end, which is 
pressed up by springs or weights and moves 
against the face of a vertical stop plate or 
wall, which is fixed in the frame of the ma- 
chine, carries the retarder pad, and serves as 
a stop or gauge forthe forward edges of the 
piled sheets, — ‘fier Pt pm 

Figure tis a elevation of the appara- 
tus; Fig. 2 is a similar view in vertical 
longitudinal section, 

The number 1 designates the framework 
of the machine, on which are fixed brackets, 
numbered 2 and 3. The opposite brackets, 
2 2, form bearings for a rotary shaft, 4, 
which is driven by power, applied in any 
suitable manner, in the direction of the ar- 
row in Figs. 1 and 2. On the centre of this 
shaft 4 is fixed the feeder wheel 5, which 
consists of a rim or tire of india rubber or 
other suitable frictional material confined be- 
tween flanges on a boss or hub, 6, 

Beneath the feeder wheel 5 is fixed a verti- 
cal stop plate or wall, 14, which is preferably 
arranged in the same plane as the axis of 
the shaft 4. The pile of paper, 8, is laid on 
a tilting table or platform, 9, with its front 
edge or side in contact with this plate 14. 
The tilting table 9 is mounted on pivots Io, 
which are borne by the brackets 3 3. At the 
front of the table is arranged a vertically 
moving plunger, 11, which slides against 
the rear face of the plate 14, and is thrust up 
by springs, 17. This plunger is connected 
to the front of the table g by means of pins 
carried by cleats 12 on the table and engag- 
ing horizontal slots in projections 13, formed 
on the plunger. Thus the plunger and table 
are forced to move together up or down, the 
former moving vertically in a straight line 
and the latter moving in the arc of a circle. 
The table 9 is counterbalanced by an ad- 
justable weight, 18, which may be moved 
farther out or in at pleasure. 

It will be observed that the forward por- 
tion of the pile of sheets rests on the plunger 
11, while the remainder thereof is carried 
by the table 9. The plunger thus forms a 
forward continuation of the table. 

A frictional pad or retarder, 7, is mounted 
directly beneath the feeder wheel 5 and in 
front of ‘the pile of sheets. This retarder is 
preferably constructed of a pad or block of 
soft rubber or other frictional material, 
which is mounted in a vertical recess in the 
rear side of the plate 14 and is pressed up 
by means of a headed stud or sliding rod, 
15, which is acted on by a spring, 16. 

The operation is as follows: A pile of 
sheets of paper is placed on the table with 
its front edge against the plate, and the 
spring or counter weight or both are adjust- 
ed in such manner as to press the forward 
edge of the pile of sheets upward against 
the feeder wheel. The shaft being then put 


in motion the frictional surface of the feeder 
wheel engages the uppermost sheet and 
drags it forward in the manner indicated in

Fig. 2. This sheet, in moving forward, 
passes over the frictional pad, which tends to 
retard it. In case two sheets should move 
together the pad will engage the lower sheet 
and hold it back, thereby separating it from 
the upper sheet, and the latter will be pro- 
pelled forward by the action of the feeder 
wheel. As soon as one sheet has been 
passed beyond the feeder wheel the latter 
engages the next sheet beneath and feeds 
that in its turn. As the successive sheets are 
fed off and the pile of sheets decreases in 
thickness the plunger moves upwardly, and 
the table is tilted until upon the feeding of 
the last sheet the plunger comes against the 


feeder wheel.

Laboratory Notes.

We learn from Europe that an electric 
bleaching plant to replace 2 tons of bleach- 
ing powders per day is now being put into 
a paper mill at Cardiff. As bleaching pow- 
der is manufactured in the same town, this 


would seem to be carrying the war into the 
enemy's country. The process has also 
been adopted by Darblay and Montgolfier, 
two of the largest paper makers in France. 

Manufacturers of soda pulp generally de- 
termine whether their liquors are well caus- 
ticised by dropping a little dilute sulphuric 
acid into the liquor and noting whether 
there is an effervescence due to the escape 
of carbonic acid. In order to make this 
test reliable a small portion of the liquor, 
say 2 or 3 ounces, should be heated nearly to 
boiling, after which about half as much 
dilute sulphuric acid—made by mixing one 
part of oi! of vitriol with two parts of water 
—should be poured in whilealsohot. If the 
test is made with cold liquor and acid, the 
carbonic acid dissolves“in the water to such 
an extent that unless the amount of car- 
bonate present is large there will be no 
escape of gas. 





The addition of a moderate percentage of 
silver to phosphor-bronze is said to largely 
increase its power of resisting acids and 
other chemicals, and to make an alloy of 
special value for use in the sulphite process. 





The black specks occurring in all bleach- 
ing powders are a much more frequent cause 
of dirt in paper than is generally supposed, 
where sufficient care has not been taken to 
use only liquor which has been thoroughly 
settled. 


Owing to the fact that there is always a 
considerable and unknown amount of gas 
pressure in sulphite digesters during the 
process of cooking, it has been several times 
proposed to furnish such digesters with safety 
valves to blow off in case the pressure in 


the digesters rose above that in the generat- 


ing boilers, and so prevent the danger, never | 


entirely overcome by check valves, of forc- 
ing the acid liquor back into the boilers. 
In no case, however, so far as we know, has 
the use of safety valves been successful, ow- 
ing to the fact that as soon as the valve has 
once blown off the seat becomes covered 
with gummy matter carried up by the steam, 


which prevents the valve from being tight | 


when the pressure again drops. In conse- 
quence of this the valve continues to blow 
off until the seat can be cleaned at the end 
of the cook. 





One of the greatest living authorities on 
botany stated recently, in conversation with 
the writers, that he saw no reason to suppose 
that the internal structure of plants might 
not be as profoundly modified by selection 
and cultivation as their fruits or flowers. 


This means, in other words, that it is doubt-. 


less possible to develop from existing 
species of trees varieties which will yield 
far better fibres for paper making purposes 
that it is at present possible to obtain from 
wood. Although this observation is hardly

likely to be of practical importance for 
several years to come, it is none the less in- 
teresting in the possibilities it offers in the 


| direction of the future development of the 


manufacture of wood pulp. 





The recognition of fibres under the micro- 
scope is much facilitated in the case of 
those from many members of the pine fam- 
ily by the curious markings which appear, 
and which are in some cases very promi- 
nent and distinctive. They are caused by 
the numerous thin places in the cell wall, 


and generally look like circular depressions | 


which might have been impressed upon the 
fibre by a die, as though nature had set her 
imprint upon every cell, By the arrange- 
ment, size and number of these markings it 
is thus possible to determine what wood 


was used for the preparation of a particular 


sample of pulp, although only a few fibres 
may be at hand for examination. 





There is a general impression, which, we | 
think, is hardly warranted by the facts, that | 


the sulphurous acid gas to which men are 
exposed in some sulphite pulp mills has a 
very prejudicial effect upon their health. 
The views of authorities upon this point are 
very divergent. Dr. Masanori Ogata has 
made a series of experiments on animals in 
Pettenkofer's .laboratory, and finds that 
different animals differ in their susceptibili- 
ty, frogs being most sensitive, then mice, 
rabbits and guinea pigs in ihe order named. 


atmosphere affected all the sorts of animals 
named. A mouse died after two hours’ 


exposure to an atmosphere containing only 


0.06 per cent., a guinea pig after seven 
hours of exposure to an atmosphere con- 


| 
| 
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taining 0.24 per cent. No experiments were 
made on human beings. The doctor con- 
siders the poisonous effect due to the action 
of the sulphurous acid on the blood, which 
absorbs the gas and oxidizes it to sulphuric 
acid. 

For our own part, although we have been 
frequently exposed to gas so strong as to 
cause some of the men to bleed at the nose, | 
we have never experienced any ill effects 
beyond a temporary irritation of the throat 
and lungs, attended by profuse perspiration. 
There is in general an increased suscepti- 
to changes of temperature, which 
makes one rather liable to take cold; but 
the general opinion of American physicians 
who have been consulted on this point, and 
of the men themselves, is that no serious 
effects or permanent injury to health follows | 
exposure to the gas. One physician claims 
that the gas will not cause a tendency to 
consumption, but would rather tend to ward 
off the disease. There can be no question | 
that it does much to prevent zymotic dis- 
eases. Other doctors hold that, while a 
healthy person would run no risks, there 
would be a liability to develop consumption |

in one already having a tendency toward | 
that malady. | 

Cough medicines have little effect in allay- | 
ing the irritation in the throat due to sul- | 
phurous acid gas, but relief is generally ob- 
tained by spraying the throat with tincture 
of iodine, diluted from three to five times 
with water. 

Readers of THe JOURNAL who are un- 
familiar with the process may gather from | 
the above that the workers in a sulphite mill | 
are constantly exposed to an atmosphere | 
containing gas; but this is far from being 
the case, and where proper precautions are 
taken, as in most mills in this country at the 
present time, one need hardly know from 
any odor that sulphur enters into the pro- 
cess at all.

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Some Mistakes of Some Men.

Judging from the tenor of various con- 
tributions from workingmen to their respec- 
tive papers there is much cause for com- 
plaint in the actions of employers, not 
wholly in respect to personal matters be- 
tween them and employees, but with their 
ideas in regard to work. However, there 
are many of such charges that will bear in- 
vestigation. Let us see, for instance, how | 
liable the mechanics are to mistakes. 

It is a mistake to think that your employer 


is wholly unacquainted with or uninterested 
As little as 0.04 per cent. of the gas in the | 


in the work, It isa mistake to undertake 
impossibilities to satisfy an employer when 
he is of the opposite kind above mentioned. 
Perhaps one of the mechanic’s greatest fail- 
ings is to underestimate the time necessary 
to do certain jobs, or the cost to which they 


| 


will extend. This failing is perfectly natu- 
ral, and on this account excusable, but never- 
theless it is a good one to overcome. As it 
is not alone attributed to workmen, but ex- 
tends to their superiors, it will be well to 
consider what the effect is on employer and 
employee where there is no precedent as to 
cost and time; although the latter word is 
superfluous in many cases, for time is usue 
ally cost. 


An apt illustration may be found daily in 
almost any paper mill. B orders a certain 
quantity of paper of a certain grade, provid- 
ing C can make it ata stated price. C con- 
sults his superintendent, with the result that 
the paper can be made at that price by the 
addition of certain machinery. Here time 
enters into the cost. By speeding up all 
around the quantity can be turned out in 
less time. C next goes to his machinery 
man D for the necessary machinery, which 
is out of the usual line of work. D estimates 
the cost of the required material, and, anx- 
ious to secure the order, does not allow suf- 
ficient margin for extras and names a low 
price. C orders the work done, goes back to 
the office and closes a contract for the paper. 
D, working by the time and material sys- 
tem, finds his estimate overtaken before the 
work is finished, but it is too late to stop. C 
finishes up and delivers the paper, receiving 
his pay therefor, congratulating himself on 
the profits. D's bill comes in about this 
time, and by the time C pays it he is ready 
to figure up how much more

to zero, but the mach 
it is, and you may keep it there, where it 
will rapidly depreciate to a scrap basis be- 
fore you get a duplicate order for that paper. 
If D could have told you nearer what his 
charges would be, then you might have 
figured up the profits beforehand in time to 
find out that it would pay you to let that 
order go somewhere else. 






Another mistake is in trying to do what 
you are not capable of doing. A certain 
mill man wanted to try a simple experiment 
with a view of perfecting the production of 
a certain class.of paper. Selecting a me- 


| chanic to do the work he gave him full in- 


structions, expecting in due time to have it 
done. The experiment did not involve at the 
most above five hours’ labor for an ordi- 
narily smart workman, and yet this one was 
engaged at it for about four days, at which 
time at last dawned upon him the idea 
that he had to give it up unfinished, which 


| he did. Another man then took hold and 


put itinto working shape in halfaday. One 
man expended $12 worth of time besides the 


| material wasted. The other man used $1.50 
| of time and one-quarter of the material. 


A great mistake is in not listening to the 
counsel of capable mechanics or heeding the 
advice you pay them to give. In fact it isa 
hard thing for some men to take the advice 
of their men. It oftentimes does not cost 
enough to be fully appreciated. But then 
what do mistakes amount to, after all? They 


| are only lessons in the school of experience, 


and their greatest cost is when human life 


| is sacrificed in demonstrating the fact and 


existence of a mistake. Mistakes have been 
from the time of Adam and Eve and will be 
while humanity has existence. The matter 
of dollars and cents changing hands as a 
result of mistakes need cause no tears. 
“It’s an ill wind,” &c. It is a matter of 
doubt if there ever has been a mistake made 
but what someone has erected over 
great big DANGER sign.

I may not see it, 
nor you, but rest assured it is there and 
there can be found plenty who will direct 
your gaze toit. Again, too, the majority of 
mistakes result from attempts at improve- 


ment. Many are only stepping stones to 
improvement. They are something never 
found in ourselves, but prolific in our neigh- 
| bor. It has been well written: ‘‘He who 
labors most makes most mistakes, but he 
makes the greatest mistake who does nothing 
for fear of making one.”

Such variations as are of daily note do not 


affect the general tone of business, since the 
volume of trade seems to be very well main- 
tained. 

Manufacturers are busy and so are deal- 
ers in response to the constant demand for 
paper. 

The advance in manilla papers, as talked 
of for some weeks past, has materialized, 
for the Hollingsworth & Whitney Company, 
of this city, has issued a circular to the 
trade under date of October 17, announc- 
ing an advance of Yc. per pound, owing to 
the higher prices ruling on jute stocks. 
Western manufacturers are reported to have 
issued the same notice and it is thought that 
all manilla paper manufacturers will be 
forced to do the same. This is not the re- 
sult of a combination or a trust, but it is the 
result of business necessity, for the condi- 
tions of the business demand that manilla 
paper should sell for more money. 

The paper stock market moves on quietly. 
Some movements of paper stock are daily 
noted, but transactions are limited in size, as 
the views of buyers and sellers on futures 
are wide apart. Importers seem to be un- 
able to make prices for future delivery with 
any degree of safety, because freights seem 
to be going higher and less freight room for 
Boston is obtainable. A case in point is 
shown this week in the arrival here of paper 
stock from London shipped via Liverpool. 
The expense of this transaction is too high 
to ordinarily practicable. Because of 
higher freights packers demand higher prices, 
while they cannot give any guaranteed date 
of shipment, but will ship when room offers. 
Jute stocks are in good demand, with little 
offering on spot and future quotations are 
higher. 

Bleaching powders are very firm, none to 

had under 1.95c. and as high as 2c, 
quoted. The local spot supply is very lim- 
ited, as arrivals are moved about as fast as 
received. Caustic soda has settled down to 
steady figures, 2.35c. being the quotation, 
with a fair demand, Soda ash and soda 
crystals are unchanged. 

The receipts: of chemicals for the past 
seven days include 1,485 casks of bleaching 
powders, 1,424 drums of caustic soda, 712 
casks and 1,100 bags of soda ash and 405 
barrels of soda crystals. 

Receipts of paper stock for the week com- 
prise 4,778 bales of rags, 1,067 bales and 487 
coils of manilla and 1,907 bales of miscel- 
laneous grades, a total of 8,239 packages. 

Other receipts include 734 casks of china 
clay, 540 barrels of venetian red, 345 bags of

$9 per week, or nearly three times as much 
as in mills located in Scotland. Do we want 
to bring our employees down to this stand- 
ard? I think not! But as sure as the sun 
rises and sets we will have to come to it if 
the so-called Mills bill passes.” 


That about it. One Englishman asks : 
‘To what good do your high wages tend? 
Is the laborer or his family any better off for 
a piano in his room or silken fineries for his 
wife and daughters? Do not these mock 
luxuries tend to dangerous discontent? Do 
not high wages encourage these poor people 
to live above their station and to look for the 
real and unattainable luxuries of the rich?” 


Music and nice attire may seem to be 
above the level of the English workingmen, 
viewed from the standpoint of English aris- 
tocracy ; but in this country they are none 
too good, for every American is a king—and 


don’t you forget it! 


The Chemical Fibre Association had a 
meeting at Albany on Wednesday last, and 
did considerable routine business. The re- 
ports of saies by the several mills showed 
that the business for September was the 
largest in the history of the association. 


English manufacturers appear to be en- 
gaged at present in sending samples of their 
goods to this country, and I have seen sev- 
eral such.

Trade Talks. 





S. P. Train, of Train, Smith & Co., Boston, 
Mass.—Business in the manilla paper line 
is improving, both as to demand and prices. 
We have advanced our price a quarter of a 
cent, and so have many other mills, both 
East and West. The advance is a legitimate 
one and has come to stay. 


Charles J. Cave, of Charles J. Cave & Co., 
New York.—1 was abroad for three months 
and a half this summer, and visited England, 
Scotland, France, Germany, Belgium, Hol- 
land, Austria and Italy. I had a very de- 
lightful trip, and while I was in Germany I 
visited some of their straw wrapping mills. 
They do not at all compare with ours in 
equipment or output. They are at a disad- 
vantage as to power. The country is flat 
and the water power is light, while the coal 
centres are far removed from the mills, and 
the country is not developed and supplied 
with railroads, outside of trunk lines, as ours 
is. They run their machines slower than 
we, but they make a closer paper. They 
pay their help from 1 mark (24 cents) to 
1% mark (36 cents) a day. Their help 
is poor. Here for corresponding services we 
pay $1.75 to $2 per day, and our men are 
more skillful and work to better advantage. 
In Germany and Austria they have had 
heavy rains for two months, and the crops, 
which were very heavy, could not be har- 
vested. The wheat and rye lay rotting 
where it had grown, and in some fields, as 
far as the eye could reach, there were 2 and 
3 feet of water. On their present supply of 
straw they cannot compete with the Ameri- 
can manufacturers of straw wrapping, and 
already we are feeling an increased call 
for our goods on export account. Our home 
supply of straw in the West is short, and 
in the East, peculiar as it may seem, the far- 
mers are not yet ready to name a price for 
the straw. Generally about the middle of 
August they want to know what the paper 
maker will pay, but now they will not fix 
any price. Manufacturers are buying in a 
hand to mouth way and are not accumulat- 
ing straw in their yards. I was much sur- 
prised at the fact that in the English mar- 
kets you do not see any straw wrappings, 
Baskets are used. The beef or mutton is 
put in the basket, or a skewer is put through 
a steak and the man carries it home in his 


fingers.

Free Trade and Woolen Rags. 





A circular has been issued to the paper 
stock trade calling attention to the proposed 
legislation in reference to woolen rags, shod- 
dies, &c. The sections of the pending bills 
referring to these goods are as under : 

MILLS BILL. 

Section 3. On and after 


October 1, 1888, there shall 
be admitted free of duty 


SENATE BILL. 

Section —. There shall 
be levied, collected and 
paid upon woolen rags, 
woolen rags, shoddy, | shoddy, mungo and flocks 
mungo, waste and flocks. ro cents per pound. 

The Mills bill thus proposes free trade not 
only on the rags, but also on the articles 
manufactured from them. 

The Senate bill retains the present duty of 
1o cents per pound on foreign woolen rags 
and their products, thus protecting the busi- 
ness from foreign competition.

When I first began to 
run a paper machine we ran from 45 to 60 feet a minute, 
and that was wonderful; but to-day if any of our ma- 
chines runs less than 200 or 250 feet per minute we 
think it is very slow and very poor work, I have been 
running through the State at about the latter rate. 
{Laughter.] Simply permit me to say that if the ear- 
nestness which I see in your faces to-day remains, and 
if this great concourse of men shall remain as earnest 
and determined until the 6th of November shall come, 
there will be no more fear of the result as to Harrison 
and Morton—yes, and Miller, too [laughter]—than that 
the sun will rise that day. Let me leave with you a 
final motto and words. It is the motto that floated over 
the platform at Chicago: “* American wages for Ameri- 
can workmen, American markets for American produc- 
tions and protection for American homes.” [Applause.] 
With that for your watchword you are sure to win suc= 
cess, and I thank you most sincerely, members of the 
trade to which I consider it an honor to belong, for 
your hearty and cordial reception, and I bid you good 
afternoon. [Applause and three cheers for Mr. Miller.}

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Anti-Priming Pipes in Steam 
Boilers. 


By W. H. Booru. 


When no dome is fixed to a boiler it is 
usual to fit along the crown, internally and 
in communication with th 


perforated pipe, termed an 


pipe, whose duty it is to take steam from a | 


considerable length of the boiler crown, and 
so avoid the priming, which is so common 
when the steam outlet is plain and open. It 


is usually considered sufficient for this pipe 
to have a length of about one-fourth that of | 


the boiler, 
pipe perforated along its upper side and of 
a diameter of about 6 inches in a large boil- 
er. Two or three small holes are made in 
the under side of the pipe to drain it. Now, 
experience has shown that these pipes fre- 
quently fail to prevent priming, and the 
cause appears to be that the united area of 
the perforations is too great, and priming 
has been stopped frequently by plugging up 
a number of the holes throughout the pipe. 
The reason in this seems to be that, with an 
excessive area of perforations, the steam en- 
tering the pipe would select the easiest way 
in, and so probably enter by a few contigu- 
ous holes near to or about the middle of the 
length of the pipe, 7. ¢., nearest to the valve. 
The rush of steam thus became similar to 
the rush to an open pipe, and hence the 
priming, while, when many of the superflu- 
ous holes were stopped, those left at the ex- 
tremities of the pipe would come into use, 
and so the pipe would take steam from end 
to end, and no solid rush could occur to 
draw in water. 

Experience shows that the united area of 
the perforations in the pipe should not ex- 
ceed by more than 25 per cent. the area of 
the junction or steam outlet valve. When 
this area is exceeded there is liability to 
prime, but with this area the inlet proceeds 
from end to end of the pipe, and the extra 
25 per cent. may roughly be assumed as 
the extra coefficient of friction due to the 
small perforations as compared with the sin- 
gle larger area of the valve. 

When circumstances compel the placing 
of the junction valve near to the furnace end 
of the boiler, it is best to use a single end 
anti-priming pipe, extending from the valve 
backward only to the quieter portion of the 
boiler, in order to avoid drawing steam from 
over water in a violent state of ebullition. 
The back end of the boiler is comparatively 
quiet, and entrained water has a chance of 
being deposited before reaching the outlet. 
The importance of perfectly dry steam, es- 
pecially when intended for use by a steam 
engine, is too great to admit of any precau- 
tion being neglected to secure it.—American 
Machinist.

they can be produced is marvelously low. 
Ordinary cedar wood pencils, as everyone 
knows, are made by gluing two pieces of 
wood together, after having placed intoa 
slot made in one of them a prepared slip of 
graphite or other marking material. But 
though it seems so simple, there are a great 
many operations to be performed in doing 
this ; such as cutting the large wood into 
strips of the right size, making the slot or 
groove in which the lead has to be placed, 
preparing the leads of the required size, fir- 
ing these to make them firm, then placing 
them by hand in the slots of the wood strips, 
gluing these strips together, and, after the 
glue is set, the two pieces of glued wood 
have to be rounded off and polished, &c. 
The idea of using paper instead of wood for 
pencils is not new, but an objection to pen- 
cils thus formed was the difficulty of sharp- 
ening, paper being so tough that even with 
the sharpest knife the jerking from the paper 
to the lead caused the latter to snap off. 
Then, again, the paper having to be folded 
round a previously formed and hardened 
marking material was a tedious and expen-

Something More About Wax 
Sizing. 








By Dr. WoOrsTER. 





(Concluded from page 704.) 

Assuming that wax consists of 80 per 
cent. of cerotic acid and 20 per cent. of pal- 
mitin-myricylether, we have in 500 grams 
of wax 400 grams of cerotic acid and 100 
grams of palmitic ether. Four hundred 
grams of cerotic acid require for dissolu- 
tion 30.2 grams Na,O; 100 grams of pal- 
mitic ether require for saponification 4.6 
grams Na,0O, or a total of 34.8 grams Na,O. 

Canson used 1 litre of soda lye of 5° Bé., 
which is equivalent to the specific weight 
1.037, or about 27.2 grams Na,O. 

When Canson’s wax soap contained no 
free wax, the wax must have been impure or 
contained more of the ether. 

The decomposition of the wax soap by the 


alum proceeds like that of rosin and the! 


sebacic acids. Under proper conditions the 
sebaceous salts of the wax would be com- 
pletely reduced into free fatty acids by the 


alum.

As there is 
no mention of alum being added, we must 
assume that none has been, and yet 1,500 
grams of wax will suffice for sizing from 80 
to 100 kilogs. of paper, while Canson pre- 
scribes 3.3 kilogs., and the previously given 
process prescribes 2 kilogs. of wax. 

The explanation is not difficult to find, as- 
suming that caustic potash consists of pure 
oxyhydrate of potassium,17 grams of caus- 
tic potash, whose molecular weight is 56, 
are equivalent to 9.4 soda, so that this quan- 
tity only of soda would be used to 750 
grams of wax, and 6.2 grams of soda only 
to 500 grams of wax. 

To dissolve 500 grams of pure wax we 
should require, according to the above cal- 
culation, about 35 grams of soda, so that if 
the wax is divided in the boiling water in 
the above given proportions, we shall have 
to do with a saponified wax which contains 
at least five times as much free wax dis- 
solved, or, more properly speaking, a liquid 
wax which contains some one-fifth wax soap 
If this free wax with soap is 
poured into boiling water the free wax sep- 
arates among the myricyl alcohol, which is 
partly formed, the starch that is stirred into 
it preventing a union of the fine milk wax. 
The soda which is added is combined either 
with the cerotic acid or the palmitic acid. 
The soluble neutral sebacate alkaline salts 
are reduced, however, by too much water 
into insoluble bi-sebacates of alkalies, and 
by this means the alkali is brought into such 
a form that it does not injure the sizing. 
Free carbonic acid, however, also reduces 
the sebacate salts into free acid and carbon- 
ate of alkali. The traces of alkali that might 
be thereby liberated—6,.2 grams soda or 10.6 
grams carbonate of soda— would be diluted 
on the paper machine in 2,500 kilogs. or 
2,500,000 grams of water, and would be 
therefore hardly perceptible. The separa- 
tion of the wax in a milky form is the reason 
why it is so little employed. Mr. Wunder 
made an experiment by dissolving free wax 
in boiling saponified rosin. On diluting the 
soap the wax separated as an emulsion—in 
milky form—and very good results wert ob- 
tained with it along with alum.
